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BIENNIAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TERRITORTAL SUPERINTENDENT 


OF 


DISTRICT SCHOOLS. 


Having been elected as Superintendent of the Dis- 
trict Schools of this Territory, at the August election of 
1877, the short period of my service in that position 
compels me to rely, in part, upon others-for required data, 


covering the past two years. -But in such research as Г. 


have been able to make and such communications had in 
a very limited period of time, assisted by those observa- 
tions which so often prove our best instructors, І am 
justified in congratulating the people of this Territory on 


а gratifying progress in the present, and а healthy promise © 


for the future, in matters of education. 

Тһе importance of education, and its value, in all the 
relations of life, are recognized and appreciated by all 
classes. Our age has become so eminently inquisitive, so 
devoted to the investigation of universal truth, and has 
found such wonders in the laws of force and matter,!that 

the enjoyment of the intellect through the acquisition of 
knowledge is valued more and more. 
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Ouf children become thinkers through the revela- 


tions of letters, by means of which Ше” діѕсоуегіеѕ and 
inventions that have occupied the minds of former ages 
are appropriated, and their usefulness reproduced and 
added to in this, Each decade adds to accumulated wis- 
dom, and this exterided knowledge pushes its possessors 
toa wonderful elevation of intelligence; uniting тпеп in a 
common equality of thought, and fittitig them for posi- 
tions itt those higher, social, political and religious spheres 
that mark the elevation of our race, and develop indi- 
vidual usefulness. It is by this seemingly slow process of 
educatiofi, assisted by selfsrestraint; by the silent, but all 
powerful influence of the family circle, by habits of in- 
dustry, and aided by the Almighty, that our children can 
be elevated to all the enjoymerits and powers of useful 
citizenship, and become enabled to furnish combinations of 
scierice, freedom of thought, arid material progress; whose 
value to the State and society cannot be measured in 
words: Knowledge is the. power through which disease 
is averted and life prolonged; the masses clothed, fed and 
housed; vice punished and virtue rewarded; the landscape 
beautified with the works of culture and thrift: and the 
manifold agencies of commerce and manufactures made 
to perfornt their varied and growing functions; and through 
the agency of steam and electricity, by which also time 
and distance are apparently obliterated, manifested in 
our steamboats, our railroads and telegraph cemmunica- 
tions, making cosmopolitans of us all and bringing us into 
close communication with thé whole world. | 

. These truths having become axioms, it will be both 
the pleasure and the duty of Legislatures, as far as possi- 


‚ ble, to encourage and stimulate whatever system of edu- 
· eation, in their judgment, is best adapted to the necessities 


of their constituencies; coupled with their ability to sus- 
tain, | 

In this connection your attention is respectfully 
called to that portion of the Message sent to your Honor- 


able Body, this session, by the Governor, relating to 


* Common Schools," in which His Excellency calls atten- 
tion to the fact that every religious denomination in the 
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Territory deems it necessary to furnish schools for its 
children, and gives the character of our school laws as the 
reason therefor. Notwithstanding the many excellent 
suggestions he offers in the abstract, I would respectfully 
submit. that, outside of those denominational schools to. ` 
which he refers, I know of none in this Territory, except- 
ing that excellent institution, the Brigham Young Aca- 
demy, in Provo, which is of that class. I weuld further 
remark, that there is no State nor Territory in the Union. 
that is without such denominational schools, and that, 
although legislation has been tried frequently, in different 
States, to regulate these matters, it has hitherto ‘signally 
failed. And while I fully concur with His Excellency the 
Governor in his suggestion in relation to “ graded schools, 
with buildings devoted exclusively to school purposes". 
which should be attained as soon as practicable, yetI fail 


‘to see either the justice or equity of attempting. or the 


power of the Legislature to enforce the application of the 
$30,000.00 expended for private tuition (a large amount of 


~ whichis gathered from abroad for Mission Schools), for the 


purposes of either District or City schools. On the other 
hand, there is no class distinction in our District schools, 
they are open alike to all denominations who choose to 
send, and all can avail themselves of any advantages re- 
sulting fróm any appropriation for school purposes made 
by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of this Terri- 
tory. Тһе amount of money people choose to spend ап 
nually for the private instruction of their children, is evi- 
dently a matter quite beyond the control of your Honor- 


· able Body, and is regulated and limited only by the inclina- , 


tion and capacity of those who choose to spend their own 
money, or that procured from others. It is true that ліпе- - 
tenths of the people of this Territory are Latter-day 
Saints, and it cannot be denied, that with them as with- 
other denominations, that if any religious instructions be 
introduced into our schools, it would be that believed in 
by the great majority of the people. But we have striven 
to avoid in our public schools, as in all our public enter- 
prises, these religious distinctions which seem to make 
themselves so offensive to the generality of mankind; ac- 


; 6 
cording: to all men the same rights that we claim ourselves. 
The Jaw passed at the last session of the Legislature of 
this Territory, for the establishment and support of the 
District Schools, furnishes, in my judgment, all the relief at 
present necessary. The third section of that Act provides 


for school purposes. Sech a tax in Salt Lake City alone 
would produce about $1 7,000.00, which, added to the City's 
share of the appropriauon, made by the Legislature, and 
judiciously proportioned and expended, would furnish quite 
an aid to the cause of education in this city for some time 
to come, in addition to the $30000.00 which are spetft 
annually in private tuition, and to “screen their religious 
training from the jostle of public schools.” Furthermore, 

the fourth section provides “that whenever more than one- 

fourth of one per cent. per annum shall be necessary to 
purchase, build, repair or furnish school-houses, ог for 
other school purposes, an estimate of the approximate 
cost shall be made by the Trustees, and the rate per cent. 
may be increased to any sum not exceeding three percent. 
per annum." ч | 


| for the assessment of a tax of one-fourth of one per cent. 5 
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‘Again, besides the one fourth of one рег cent, equal · 


at present to the entire revenue of the Territory, there is | 
in addition, $26,750.00 appropriated from the Territorial | 
quota, besides the very ample provisions made in the - 


fourth section. 

The above would seem to be quite liberal, unless it 
should be thought best by your Honorable Body, for the 
convenience of collection, to make a change by inserting, 
as has been suggested, the amount required in. the Rev- 
eave Bill and withdrawing the like amount from the 
School Law. 

In any event, | can find no just cause or necessity 
that would justify the levying of any additional tax for 
school purposes, upon the people at large of this Terri- 
tory, although I do feel that should any increase of reve- 
nue for school uses be found necessary, or if the present 


. burden of taxation for those purposes should be found 


too heavy, it would be but right and proper that a class of 
property which constantly uses all the machinery of our 
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courts of law, at a great expense 19 the Territory, which 
receives so much and gives so little, which bears from us 
great quantities of material wealth annually, and’ places tit 
in hands outside of our borders, and which receives protec- 
tion from our settlements, and the benefits of our improve- 
ments. should by all rules of equity and justice, contribute 
by means of a preper tax paid to the sustenance of our 
school fund; and I trust that this session of the Legislature 
will furnish a law, providing for the levying of a tax upon 
mining property, for the use and benefit of our District 
Schools. | ще: 
The clause of the law referred to in section 4, does 
not authorize the assessment cf the {ах therein provided 
for by the Legislature, but leaves the decision to those 
most interested and most competent to judge of the wants 
of each School District, the residents and taxpayers 
thereof. The present laws properly interpreted are suffi- 
ciently liberal, and capable of supplying all the needs of 
education for а time, at least. Апа this opinion is sus- 
tained by the fact that threughout the Territory there is 
an intelligent and capable product of our school system, 
in the shape of young men and women, whose degree of 
intelligence and general ability to. perform the duties of 
life, will compare favorably with, and surpass the average 
of those in any portion of our country. This statement 
is fully sustained by the report of illiteracy in the several 
States and Territories, contained іп the Compendium of 
the Ninth Census (1870) issued under the direction of the 
Secretary of the Interior of the United States, which re- 


port shows that at that time (1870) the whole population | 


of the United States was 38,925,508. The number of 
people of all ages іп the United States who could not 
read, was 4,528,084, and the number of all ages who could 
not write, was 17,002,264, and the percentage of illiteracy 


was 55.2. While ш the Territory of Utah at the same 


date (1870) the whole population was 86,786, the number 
of all ages who could not read, was 2,515; the number of 
all ages who could not write, 22,089; while the percent- 
age of illiteracy, was 29.5, or a little more than one-half 
of the percentage of the United States. lt is safe to say 
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that the last seven years, under the different improve- 
ments in our system, will have greatly increased our stan- 
dard of literacy; so that were the fizures attainable to-day, 


the showing would be still more in our favor.. The above 


eensus of this Territory, itis true, has been considered 
by competent judges as being very far short of the num- 
bers of the population then actually resident in the Terri 
tory. Butit will be conceded that an increase of popula- 
tion, giviag the correct numerical status, would not ma- 
terially change the literacy; but that the one would natu- 
rally increase with the other, 


STATISTICS. 


Tne school population at the close of the school year 
1876 was 30,900. Of this number 19,866, or 64 per cent. 
were found enrolled, an increase of 10 per cent since last 
report, and the highest ever obtained in this ‘Territory. 
At the close of th school year of 1877, the school popu- 
lation reported was 30,792 and the enrollment 19.779 or 
64 per cent. The average daily attendance іп 1876 was 
13,608, or 44 per cent. of the school population. The. 
average daily attendance in 1877 was 13,420 Or 43.5 per 
cent. of the school population. 

The apparent falling off in the number of school 
population since the last report.is attributable to the 
change made in the school age. When the last report 
was submitted the school age was from four to sixteen 
years. Since then it has been changed to include those 
only between the ages of иж and sixteen. In other 
words, we have two years Jess (or one-fifth of the period 
embraced in the present school age) upon which to frame 
our reports. Again, the failure of Tooele County to make 
its report, subtracts another thousand from the number. 
So that on the basis of the last report there would now be:

While this report upon the basis of 6 to 16 ргодис- 
ing a school, population of 30,900 for 1876 15“ able to 
furnish an enrollment of 19,886, a fact which indicates a 
very marked improvement in our facilities for reaching 
all the children of school age. 

The whole number of schools reported this year is 
327 an increase of 17 during the past year, and of 31 
since the last report.

It will be noticed that the value of School Property 
in the last report of the Superintendent of the Territorial 
Schools is greatly in excess' of that contained in this re- 
port. This difference arises from a misconception on the 
part of County Superintendents as to what was required 
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of disini in their reports. In a great number of School 


Districts in the Territory, buildings have been, erected for 
School purposes, and during the week are so used, while 
on the Sabbath they are made to supply the place of 
Churcbes or Meeting Ноиѕеѕ іп which the neighborhood 
conduct their religious worship. These buildings, i in many 
instances, are. not only used as Schools, but are also under 
the direction of School Trustees. This practice prevails in 
all the new States and Territories, and has led to the un- 
certainty in the minds of those who made County Reports 
to the Territorial Superintendent, which resulted іп many 
instances in a failure to report апу School Property valua- 
tion whatever. While the real facts in the case are, that 
since the last report there has been added to the valuation 
of School Property, over $100,000.00, and the total valua- 
tion of such Property in the Territory to-day would reach 
upwards of $600,000.00 

lhe misconception above referred to is clearly exhib- 
ited in the reports made by Prof. О. Н. Riggs as County 
Superintendent of Salt Lake County, for the year (87 6, 
and those of Prof Т. В. Lewis, the present incumbent. 
The former places the value of all school property 
in.the County at $187,832.00, whilst the latter places it at 
$60, 22 3:00, а difference of $127,609.00. Mr. Lewis 
assigns the same reason as І have above given for the 
difference in the two valuations. Thus we may safely say 
as above,

SCHOOLHOUSES. 


In the matter of School Buildings thereis an increasing 
demand for space, and improvement in construction. 

In most of the Districts it has been almost impossible 
to consult practical Architects, їп consequence of which 
very many of the requisites of proper Schoolhouses have 
been sacrificed to the necessities of individual cases, The 
most important wants of a schoolroom are light, ventila- 
tion, and proper facilities for heating and furnishing. 


After these, the builders should endeavor to relieve the 
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building, on the outside; from that awkward appearance 
which frequently attends these structures, because of the 
want of a harmonious plan in the beginning. I am notin 
favor of ап expensive character of Schoolhouse, on the 
contrary, Ї believe those mistakes which make buildings 
look awkward, can be avoided without 'incurring material 
additional expense in their construction. 

The first matter to decide in the erection of a school- 
house is the selection of a suitable site. This should Бе. 
high and dry; easy of access; near the centre of population, 
and if possible,.not léss than an acre in extent. It should 
not be placed too near a public highway, wherein Summer 
season when doors and windows are open, the noise of. 
wheels and clouds of dust would prove an annoyance to 
the School, nor near a noisy manufactory. The building 
should be placed in the centre of the lot with the cellar 
dirt thrown up around it so as to i a regular slope from . 
the building. 

. The lot should be surrounded T a neat strong fence, 
and divided by afen:e in the rear, between the boys’ and 
the girls’ playgrounds. Two water closets should always 
be provided "The grounds should be ornamented with а 
number of shade trees which can always be done with lit- 
tle or no expense, and adds so much to the attractiveness 
and comfort of the place. Gravel or plank walks should 
be laid Ела the street to the Schoolhouse. АП School- 
houses should have a cellar exeavated under the entire 
building to.a depth of notless than two feet six inches, as 
this adds to the ventilating capacity of the building, and 
conduces to the general health of the School. 

The foundation walls should be built of good build- 
ing stone, laid up solid in good mortar, and from three to 
six feet high from cellar bottom to the under side of sills. 
The materials used іп constructing the house must vary, 
as the locality varies in. furnishing them; but after all else 
is done the Trustees should see that the proper furniture, 
maps, charts, blackboards, etc., which furnish so important 
a part in the equipment of a School are well supplied, and 
of the best possible character. 

In the matter of seats апа desks, so far as practic- 
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able, it would be well to have them ot home manufacture. 
1 have seen a very excellent pattern of school desk con- 
structed by Мг С. Lundberg, of Logan, Cache Valley, 
equal if not superior to any imported, “and if the carriage 
15 too far to some remote portions of the Territory, we 
have sufficient mechanical skill to improvise desks and 
seats that would answer all purposes, and-would probably 
be quite as cheap and serviceable as those brought 
from abroad. ; 


SCHOOL TEACHERS. 


Some one has said that the School Teacher governs 
the State. Without endorsing this opinion, I feel that the 
importance of a proper selection of persons, in whose 
hands is placed the framing of the character of our child- 
ren in so large а degree, cannot be overestimated. The 
faithful performance "of their duties calls for character, 
intelligence, tact and unlimited patience. It is a want 
constantly felt in a greater or less degree, wherever their 
services are required; and this lerritory is no exception 
to the general rule, which want, however, we have en- 
deavored in a measure, atleast, го satisiy by the svstem 
of Normal training, which fits persons for the duties of the 
Teacher, and by reason of which, under a stipulation made 
with applicants for admission to tnat training, ‘we аге 
enabled to receive one year's service as Teachers after fin- 
ishing the course for each vear's tuition received by them; 
thus securing to the Territory, capable and practiced 
Teachers. In addition to this, И the Board of Examiners 
will exercise due care in the matter of passing only those 
wnose examinations manifest the required standard of 
- qualification, our corps of Teachers will continue to be all 
that can be desired. 


COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS AND TRUSTEES. 


The Superintendents of the different Counties have 
generally been faithful and willinz in the performance of 
their duties, and I most respectfully urge their receiving 
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from the County Courts: such recognition of their efforts 
as will result from a more liberal appreciation of their ser- 
"vices. 

I herewith call the attention of the County Superin- | 
tendents of District Schools, to Section 17 of the School 
"Laws, requiring a financial report, etc., which has not been 
complied with by a great majority of the Superintendents, 
in consequence of which, Гат unable te make Фе Terri- 
torial Financial Report, as I should have desired to have 
done. І trust in the future a due regard will be had to 
this requirement. 


UNIVERSITY OF DESERET. 


The University of Deseret continues to fulfil the ex- 
pectations of its many friends, and furnishes а very supe- 
rior course to those desiring Academic and Collegiate op- 
portunities. Тһе Institution is worthy of all and even 
more than it receives, and in future years will be regarded 
as one of the successful pioneers of education among us. 
While a full report of the University of Deseret does 
not come within my official requirements, yet as an im- 
portant part of the educational system of our Territory, I 
deem it my duty to refer to the Institution in terms of ap- 
probation and recommendation. m 
It should be supported liberally, and be conducted, as 
I believe it is, within its present capacity, in а manner 
worthy our Territory, as the exponent and culmination of 
| our educational plan. | 
" The Normal Department of the Institution however, 
| comes more directly within my official supervision, and `of 
it I have only to report favorably, | 
· The'Department has already sent out a large number 
of proficient Teachers, who are doing a good work in edu- 
cation, and in elevating the standard of scholastic profi- 
ciency. There is yet, however, a great demand for com- 
petent Teachers, and 1 know of no better way, or ofany 
more economical plan to satisfy this demand, than а lib- 
eral support and encouragement of this Department. 
Without proficient leachers, we certainly cannot have good 
Schools, let the system adopted be ever so perfect. 
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The patronage of the Normal Department, for the 
last half of the Academic year, 1873-6, was 37;that ofthe 
year 1876-7, 43; and for the first half of the present year, 
1877-8, 23. The Territorial provision covers а patronage 
of 40 students, I think, however, the Normal Schoo 
should be much more largely attended. 

A patronizing recognition of the inrportance of this 
School by your Honorable Body would, I am con&dent, do 
much in developing and elevating the educational interests 
of our Territory. 

The following is the course of studies pursued by the 
Normal students during the last half of the Academic 
year, 1575-6, and during the year 1876-7: 

Theory and Practice of Teachins, Reading and Elo- 
cution, English Grammar, Modern Geography, “Arithmetic, 
Penmanship, Orthography and Punctuation, Bookkeeping. 
Compesition and Rhetoric, United States History, Political 
Economy, Civil Government, Zoology, Physiology, and 
Mental Philosophy. 

This list of studies, however, was found to be entirely 
too extensive for a single year's course, or ior the ргера- 
ration found among the majority of students who entered 
ethe Department. 

The present course, which has received my endorse- 
ment, is the above, modified by omitting Political Econ- 
omy, Civil Government, Penmanship and Bookkeeping. 
and Mental Philosophy. 

The Normal students, however, if proficient in апу of 
the studies prescribed in the course, have the privilege ot 
pursuing other branches taught in the Universitv instead, 
without additional charge. For further details co acerning 
the Institution, I refer you to the biennial report of the 
Chancellor. 

In answer, made to inquiry among the County Super- 
intendents, as to the cause in the falline ой of the number 
of applicants among the Normal Students, I ат informed 
that the existence of excellent schools ја other parts of 
the Territory, such as the one at Provo, also the one in 
Cache Valley, near the homes of these students, enables 
‘thera to have ‘the advantage of the tuition without the 
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accompanying expenses of board, lodging and traveling, 
which would be necessary should they attend the Univer- 
sity in this city, and which additional expense many feel 
unable to meet. | 

This explanation, may, therefore, be taken as а pleas- 
шо compliment to the facilities afforded our students to 
prepare themselves for the duties of Teachers, in different 
parts of the Territory, without subtracting from the value 
and character of that training in our University of Des- 
eret.

THE BRIGHAM YOUNG ACADEMY. | 


This excellent Institution, in its successful management 
and the large number of students under its control, furnishes 
an example of the good that can be accomplished by private 
gifts, to public uses, founded upon a grant made by Presi- 
dent Brigham Young, and placed in the hands of ‘Trustees, 
and under the control of an efficient executive committee, 
it has steadily pushed its way to the front rank of our 
educational system, and now commands the confidence 
and support of the entire Territory. 


THE BRIGHAM YOUNG COLLEGE OF LOGAN. 


In addition to the Brigham Young Academy of Provo, 
our late respected President improvised another Academy 
in Cache Valley, and endowed it with between 9,000 and 
10,000 acres of valuable land and organized a Board of 
Trustees, namely, Hons. Moses Thatcher, Brigham 
Young, Wm. B. Preston, M. D. Hammond, Geo. W. 
Thatcher, C. О. Card and Miss 1. I. Cook, to carry into 
effect the provisions of the deed. We may reasonably | 
anticipate very great advancement in school interests in 
that County from this very liberal bequest. 

The same gentleman, the last year of his life, also - 
deeded a valuable piece of ground for school purposes 
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in the 18th Bishop’s Ward in Salt Lake City, and placed 
it under the direction of a Board of Trustees.

SUPPOSED GOVERNMENT SCHOOL AID. 


A crude but erroneous opinion has prevailed among 
some people that we had received considerable school aid. 
in the shape of Government Lands. This probably has 
originated from the fact that we have at our general elec- 
tions put in nomination and elected Commissioners for the 
selection of University Lands. 


Section 15 of the Organic Act шалы “That when 
the lands. in said Territory shall be surveyed ; preparatory 
to bringing the same into market, sections numbering 
sixteen and thirty-six in each, Township in said Territory 
shall be and the same are hereby reserved for the purpose 
of being applied to Schools in said Territory.” Section 

1,946 ol the Revised Statutes of the United States (1875) 
also makes the same provision, | 


This provision in the Organic Act and the Revised 
Statutes explains itself, and points ‘out definitely the sec- 
tions thus to be selected. 


In an Act of Congress, approved January 2151, 1855, 
it is provided that, when the lands in said Territory 
(Utah) shall be surveyed, as aforesaid, a quantity of land 
equal to two Townships shall be and the same is hereby 


reserved for the establishment of a University in said Ter- 


ritory, and.in the State hereafter to be created out of the 
same: to be selected under the direction of the Legisla- 
ture in legal sub-divisions of not less than one half section, 
and £o be disposed of as said Legislature may direct. 


Full power ака authority are пегебу given to the 
Secretary of the izferior to issue all needful rules and 
regulations ‘or fully carrying into effect the several pro-

“Ап Ordinance incorporating the University of the 
State of Deseret" was passed and approved February 
28th, 1850, and alsopursuant to Ше above Act, “Ап Act 
to provide for the ‘selection and location ofa quantity of 
land, equal to two ‘Townships, for the establishment of a a 
University," approved January 2 1st, 1859. 


I respectfully draw the attention of the Legislative | 
Assembly to this Act. For although it is supposed by 
many that it would require an enabling Act by Congress 
to put the Territory in the possession of sections num- 
bering sixteen and thirty-six in each Township for School 
purposes, yet it would seem competent for the Legislature 
to adjust the matter of University Lands; for the law spe- 
cifically provides that the lands are to be disposed of as 
said (Utah) Legislature may direct. Should this Legisla- 
tive Воду, upon inquiry, discover a necessity for. further 
information, application could be made to the Secretary 
of the Interior, who zs fully empowered and authorised 
to curry out the provisions of this Act. 


I would also respectfully suggest to your Honorable 
Body, that it might not be out of place to forward to Con- 
gress a petition praying for an Enabling Act, authorizing | 
the allotment and distribution of Sections sixteen and 
thirty-six, in each Township for School purposes, which 
that august body so munificently granted so long ago, but 
of which to the present we have derived no advantage; 
such a petition could certainly do no harm and it might be 
the means of drawing the attention of that Honorable Body 
to this subject, and of leading Congress to perform an act 
of grace ack without injuring any one might be advan- 
tageous to our rising generation and render very ma- 
terial assistance to our school interests. 


The great majority of the States have large School 
Funds, derived principally from extensive land grants made 
by Congress trom the Public Domain, amounting to hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars, and in many of the older States 
by very liberal grants from the Legisiatures of the several 
States, while up to the presenttime Utah has not received

one dollar from Congress апа not опе асге of land; but 
has had to depend so} lely on her unaided energies prin- 
cipally by the united operations of private citizens. with 
such small aid as a feeble, struggling Territory could im- 
part through its Legislature; which by them, as shown in 
this report, has not been grudging'y given. It would 
seem very proper that Congress should be the guardian 
and protector of the Territories in their infantile sia: в;

countries, and thus give encouragement to the youth to 
obtain an education and prepare themselves for the grear 
struggle of Ше, that they may be prepared through the 
intelligence thus obtained, to take rank among the scien. 
tists, literati, statesmen and rulers of our land, and here- 
after to administer i in the affairs of future Territories and 
States.

-By request of the United States Commissioner of 


Education, 1 prepared a Historical Sketch of Education - 


in Utah, to be compiled in the Commissióner's Report 
of the Centennial year. · 

I attended the Centennial Exposition. at Philadel- 
phia, where the one hundreth anniversary of the nation's 
independence was celebrated by the exhibition of the 
arts, manufactures and the products of the soil and mine. 
There was illustrated the unparalleled advancement in 
science and art, and all the various appliances of human 
ingenuity for the refinement and comfort of man, in con- 
trast with the meager achievements of a century past.. 
| In the Educational Department, the public and pri- 

vate School work, from that of the Kindergarten pupil 
to the senior student of the University, was on Exhibi- 
поп. In this exhibit could be learned not only the de- 
отее of proficiency of the pupil in drawing, spelling, 
arithmetic, geometry, etc, but the manuscripts indicated 
the number of pupils attending the country and city 


- Schools, and the manner in which they are conducted. ' 


I attended the National Educational. Association held 
in the Academy of Music, Baltimore, on the roth, 11th 
and 12th days of July, 1876. At this Association, twen- 
six States and two T erritories, 222: Arizona and Utah, 
were representéd. The papers read, and the subjects 
discussed, made the Association one of the most inter- 
esting, instructive -and beneficial character to the edu- 
cator. 

At the close of the Association, the International 
Congress assembled for a one дау 5. session in the same 
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place, which afterwards held several sessions in Phila- 
delp hia, 


The countries represented there v were: Of America 


. —The United. States, Сапада, Brazil and the Argentine 


Republic; .of Europe—England; Lapland, Norway and 
Sweden; of Asia—China and. Japan; the Sandwich Is- 


Jands amd Australia. The educational institutions and the 


systems of education of these various nations were ex- 
plained ‘before this Congress. by their representatives. 
After the adjournment of the Association, the teachers 
of the Public Schools of Baltimore tendered the conven- - 
tion an excursion to Fair Haven on the steamer Майа.“ 
Fair Haven is about fifty miles down the Chesapeake 


Bay, On the return passage a business meeting of the 


Association was held in the cabin of the steamer, at 
which the foilowing Resolution, with others, was adopted: 


Resolved, That next to Liberty, Education has been 
the great cause of the marvelous prosperity of this Re- 
public in the first century of its history, and it is the 
sure and only hope of its future. Тһе highest concern

Гат happy to report ап increase іп the ‘prosperity 
and influence of this Institution, which promises an extend- 
ed influence for good and our better acquaintance, аза. 
people, with the highest and best type of education. 

You will observe, in comparing this Report with the 
one made to your Honorable Body’at its last Session, that 
the Department of Instruction is still in a flourishing con- 
dition, that the patronage is steadily increasing and that 
there is an encouraging advancement toward the useful 
branches of higher education. This is more significant 
and exhibits more strikingly the cultivation and improve- 
ment in the popular taste and acquiration, when it is known 
that the instruction in the University is based wholly upon 
an optional plan, the course of study prescribed being 


simply suggestive and the student left entirely tree to se- 


lect and pursue such branches only as may be dictated by 
his judgment and circumstances. That the Schoolis | 
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doing a valuable work in the elevation of the youth of our 
Territory, there can be no longer any question. Though 


the patronage from all parts of the Territory is encourag- | 


ing, yet itis not то be taken as a certain criterion by 
which to determine the importance or full effect of the in- 
struction imparted. When compared with the multitude 
of young men and women in the Territory, the number 
yearly attending the University is certainly small; but this 
comparatively small number, well qualified Бу instruction 
and proper training and disseminated abroad, act like mul- 

tiplying germs in the diffusion of knowledge and the culti- 
vation of refinement and taste. Already there may be 
found, in many parts of the country, studenis of this Uni- 
versity holding. positions of trust and influence, tor which 
they have been better fitted by the knowledge and train- 
ing they received in our State Institution. Even in the 
School itself, two of the teachers now employed were for- 
merly its students, and are very successtully instructing in 
the higher branches. Knowledge and intellectual ability 
are potent elements in government and essential to the 
growth of true civilization and prosperity; andas our Ter- 
ritory increases in population and its great material re- 
sources become more developed, the value of this School 


"will be better realized, and the good work it is now doing 


more highly appreciated. lam confident the instruction 
given at this School has been and is conducted upon a 
thoroughly practical basis. ‘This will be seen Бу the char- 
acter of studies composing different courses, as shown by . 
the accompanying schedule 11.415 Report, апа is further 
demonstrated in the manner of imparting instruction by 
selecting what which is evident and real and devoting 


every agency of the Institution to the -development of, 


mental and moral powers in the student which shall result 
in the ability for independent thought, a sense of self- 
responsibility and habits of culture and refinement. 

On the 15th of September, 1876, the School was re- 
moved from the building it had occupied since the year 
1867, known as the Council House, to its present location 
in what has been called Union Academy. This building 
was remodelled, so as.to adapt it to the purposes of the 
University, and is now in most respects, perhaps, better 
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suited to the wants of the School, — its . location is 
not so central as that of the building | ast used. 

. While the propriety of purchasing grounds апа erect- 
ing a building for the exclusive use of the University may 
be. considered premature, by reason of the financial con- 
dition of the Territory, yet is {спо a matter worthy the 
consideration of your Honorable Body, whether it would 
not be more economical finally to do so than to suffer the 
constant claim of rent. 

The Normal Department. by its schedule, shows that 
the highest number in attendance for the last half of the | 
acadamic years 1875-6 to Бе 37; that of the year. 1876-7, 
43, and that of the first half of the present year, 23. The 
small number enrolled for the first half of the present year 
would seem to indicate a falling off in the patronage. 
While this may be true to some extent, owing to a misap- 
prehension of the condition of the School at the beginning 
of the year, occasioned through an unwarranted report, 
yet a more correct showing is made by the attendance at 
the present date, the beginning. of the third term, which is - 
. 44, with the prospect of an increase before the year closes 
exceeding the highest yet enrolled. The importance of 
this Department « cannot be too highly appreciated. Many 
of our Public Schools lack the efficiency*they should pos- 
sess through the want of competent. teachers, and if we 
have no means to insure proficiency to instructors, or if 
those means already provided ‘are not sufficiently sup- 
ported and encouraged by patronage, how shall we expect 
any improvement in the Schools themselves? The foun- 
tain cannot, certainly, rise above its source. 

The tuition of those students in this Department who 
have enjoyed the liberality of your Honorable Body since 
the last Report, at the regular.rates, would amount to the 
sum of $3,840.00, or very nearly the amount of the appro- 
priation made for the Institution; and Г trust Ша your 
realization of the importance of this work, and the neces- 
sity for its encouragement will prompt you to cOntinue to 
provide liberally therefor. 

‚ The Library still holds the relation of an important 
ала useful auxiliary to the University, though inconven- 
ient to the public by reasom of its location so far from the 
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centre of business and resort; yet its patronage from the 
students alone is encouraging beyond expectation. Dur- 
ing the twenty months that the school has been in session, 
since my last Report, there һауе been taken from the 
Library, and registered,mostly by students, 6131 volumes. 
The value of such a Library, and the teaching that will 
stimulate such patronage, are exemplified in these figures. 


The number of volumes now in the Library and catalogued | 


is 2597. Inthis connection I would allude to the im- 
portance of the study of chemistry. ^ This course of study 
extends through the entire academic year. Тһе first half 
is devoted to the discussion of the general principles of the 
science, including inorganic and organic chemistry. The 
second, to that of practical analysis. The Laboratory for 
this purpose is remarkably well supplied with apparatus, 
so that analysis qualitative and quantitative, may be: and 
are every year practically carried on by the students, as 
well as the assaying of metallic ores. With some 
additional apparatus for obtaining class analysis, that is 
necessary for general class work, the department can be 
made thoroughly efficient and valuable as а source from 


which at all times to obtain proficient and. correct analyti- 


cal experts. 

The Cabinet of the Institution is very respectable in 
size, yet is not altogether what it should be to satisfy 
the wants of the school, having been to some extent ne- 
glected heretofore, owing to the convenient access the 
school has had to the Deseret Museum, a favor granted 
by the Curator, Professor J. L. Barfoot, to whom the 
Institution extends its acknowledgments and thanks in 
appreciation of this courtesy. 


THE APPROPRIATION, ETC. 


The Biennial Appropriation made by your Honorable 
Body will prove sufficient for all purposes when it can be 
realized at the Treasury. 

Being unable to draw the money at the Territorial 
Treasury, which had been appropriated by your Honor- 
able; Body, at your last Session, and finding it impossible 


to negotiate the Warrants of the Auditor, either with the . 


Е: aculty or elsewhere, without too great a discount, it was 


~ 
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thought best to borrow thé топеу оп the credit of the 
Territory, depositing the Warrants as collateral. In ac- 
cordance with this necessity the money was borrowed 
from the Zion’s Saving and Trust Company's Bank, and 
the Warrants deposited there as collateral. The interest 
which we are thereby compelled to pay amounts to 
$2,665.35, and lessens the amount of the appropriation to ` 
that extent. You will observe that in the list of expenses - 
is an item of $31.60 discount on Scrip sold. "This oc- 
curred on the sale of about $300 of Auditor's Warrants at 
an early day, before they fell so far below par; but it doubt- 
less would have been better to have sold these Warrants, 
if it could have been done at the same rate, or even аё а 
much lower rate, than to have paid so much interest, and 
the deficiency would have been less; but feeling a гешс. 
tance to discounting the Warrants, and presuming that 
the Legislative Assembly would preter the other course, 
of paying interest, and would cheerfully provide for the 
deficiency by adding the amount to your regular Appro 
priation of ten thousand dollars at the present Session for 
the ensuing two years, that course was taken. Апа; in. 
deed, if Warrants had been sold as money was needed 
during the last two years, the discount would have far ex- 
ceeded the interest paid, But the Legislature being now 
in Session, they will probably so regulate as to soon bring 
their paper up to par, after which no further loss need occur. 

The instruments, as shown by the accompanying list, 
marked “А.” although in the possession of the University 
and having been receipted for by Dr. Park, do not belong 
to the Institution; yet this is the best place to keep them, · 
and their use in some classes is indispensible. I there- 
fore recommend that they be purchased for its benefit, . 

Inthe Appropriation for the Normal School, it was 
conditioned that the Institution should receive forty 
students, furnish books, etc. At an early day the students 
in this department made a requisition on the University 
for text books, amounting to about seven hundred dollars, 
which I did not consider was contemplated by the Legis- 
lative Assembly, but only the free use of the Library, 
maps, charts, instruments, etc., belonging to the Institu- 
tion. I agreed, however, that if the Legislature so under- 
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stood it, and would provide for it, of course that expense 
would be refünded to them. | 
There is, as per note, (see Report marked “В") 

‘large amount. of tuition fees uncollected, а portion of 
which will, doubtless, yet be made available: but. it has 
been the policy of the Institution not to turn away . 
students simply on account of their inability to pay, and it 
has had most of the time quite a number of benificiaries. 

. The University Lands, for the want of proper legisla- 
tion, and the certificates of which not being in the possession 
of the Chancellor and Board of Regents of the University

^. remain, às heretofore, wholly unavailable to the Institu- 


tion, although I am informed that some portions of them 
are being improved and cultivated. I ‘consider that the 
Legislative Assembly have the right to:turn these lands 
over to the University as fast as located, though, of course,

Government.
